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Dear Fellow Ministers: 


Princeton Seminary is now well into its 156th 
year. New physical facilities made possible through 
generous gifts to the Fifty Million Fund are in 
operation, and new faculty members and adminis- 
trative personnel are enriching the program and 
the life of the community. A new class of gifted 
young men and women, one of the largest that the 
Seminary has enrolled, has begun its formal 
theological career. It is exciting to contemplate what 
they will mean to the life of the Church and the 
world when they have completed their work and 
bring their resources into the leadership of the 
Church. 

The members of the Class of 1970 have entered 
Seminary at a time when the questions are large and 
the stakes are high. Last month we celebrated the 
450th anniversary of the Lutheran and Protestant 
Reformation. Just as Martin Luther crystallized the 
problems of man’s religious conscience in terms that 
continue to have meaning for us, the student genera- 
tion today presents a set of questions that all of us 
must face. It has been said that the seminarian in 
the 1960s confronts the triple crisis of identity, faith, 
and vocation. His questions are “Who am I,” ‘What 
can I believe,” and “What can I do?’ These are 
queries that grow out of his own basic search for 
meaning in the world he did not build but is 
inheriting. Moreover, they are questions all of us 
must answer if we are to serve responsibly as pastors 
and teachers. 

Perhaps this Reformation anniversary is a time 
for critical assessment and stocktaking and for our 
becoming partners in this quest. The question of 
identity is more than individual. It involves also the 
Church of which we are a part. The ecumenical 
imperative has yet to produce the response that is 
anything more than administrative or structural 
adjustments. Negotiations proceed from year to year, 
the motivation for them is genuine and grows out 
of deep conviction, but few tangible results can be 
seen or felt. It may well be that ecumenical reality 
will come into being in a different dimension, at the 
level of local churches, where the people of God 
work out their joint response in mission rather than 
in committees. 

But of one thing we may be sure. The minister 
will not find his identity until the Church rediscovers 
who she is, whose she is, and the form which Christ 
wills for her service to a broken and divided mankind. 

The question of faith is the crisis of faith. It comes 
at the end of a catholicizing period in theology. 
This period has given us a better understanding of 
the unity of the Word and sacrament, of the rela- 
tion of Scripture and tradition, and of the presence 
of Christ in His Supper, but it has left the Church 
alienated from the world, and there is a fresh 
quest for a new institutional form, one that is 
mobile and open to participation. A return to the 
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theological sources of the nineteenth century is 
evident today, and a much broader base of theo 
logical activity is being constructed, one that includes 
openness to other traditions and confessions on the 
one hand, and to the new disciplines and sciences | 
coming out of the universities and research centers 
on the other. The new movements in theology will 
be radical in their hostility to injustice, realistic in | 
their approach to the power centers of culture. In } 
all this, we must be concerned for the preservation 
of the whole dimension of the faith, for the prophetic 
and the transcendent, for grace and judgment, for } 
ultimate concern and ultimate meaning. 
Nor can we escape the challenge that is involved 
in the student’s quest for the meaning of vocation. } 
The place of Protestantism in American culture, 
and in a world where old balances are being ad- 
justed, has become a major problem in our time 
Here there is real reason for hope. There are signs 
that the Church has turned the corner, that she is 
ready to give up her static triumphalism, to break 
out of the cultural ghetto into which she had begun . 
to retreat, and to re-enter today’s world as 
reconciling and redeeming force. She is entering into | 
a new and genuine dialogue with her contemporaries, © 
willing to listen and to learn, and finding her true 
existence as a servant in a world entering upon an | 
era of new freedom. 
It is in this commitment that the Church is find 
ing her Reformation roots. Those who will partici 
pate relevantly in this dialogue must be men whe 
have experienced the reality of justification by faith 
who have learned what it means to be establishec 
in the context of grace, who experience daily what 
it is to be free men in Christ. We need to be re- 
minded that this heritage, and John Calvin’s princi 
ple of a living, continuing reformation, are com 
paratively young. They span no more than a quarter 
of the Christian era and are only now being ap- 
propriated by the fuller tradition of the Christiag 
Church. 
From such a view we are all, young and those ¢ Of | 
us not so young, participants in the theoloaas 
enterprise. We are called to live and to tt 
theologically, to see our lives and all life in the ligh 
of God. There can be nothing alien to our concer 
just as there is no realm outside the scope of Christ’ 
Lordship. And who would want to be called into the 
ministry at a time other than now when the issues 
were meaner and the lines less sharply drawn? ©

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Addresses by McCord, Meister Open 156th Academic Year 


A sermon by the Reverend Dr. John W. 
Meister, new Executive Secretary of the United 
Presbyterian Council on Theological Education, 
and a convocation address by Seminary President 
James I. McCord were major events of the new 


academic year. 


The speakers addressed the largest entering 
class in the history of Princeton Seminary—122 
Bachelor of Divinity candidates and 25 new 
candidates for the degree of Master of Religious 
Education. For the fourth straight year total 
enrollment was pushed to a new record high. In all 
but one of the past seven academic years the 
student population has shown a gain over the 
preceding year. The new total in all categories 


is 598. 


While comparative statistics from other 
seminaries and graduate schools are not yet 
available, the total of 250 entering students in all 
categories at Princeton Seminary may run counter 
to trends elsewhere. In addition to the new B.D. 
and M.R.E. candidates, an increased number of 
pastors are returning to the campus for Master 
of Theology programs. There are sixty-one new 
candidates in the Th.M. program this year, and 


thirteen new doctoral candidates. 


Bachelor of Divinity students continue to 
predominate, with 354 enrolled, along with fifty 
M.R.E. students. Totals for Th.M. and Th.D. are 
135 and 26 respectively. The remaining thirty-three 
students are enrolled for special study and some 
of these may eventually be converted to 


degree programs. 


The enrollment increase has resulted in nearly 
total utilization of student accommodations. Rooms 
for single women vanished early, and a limited 
number are being housed in apartments in North 
and South Halls. Barely half a dozen beds are 
still available for single men, and the second 
semester will probably bring 100% occupancy. 

Housing for married students continues to be 
fully utilized. With approximately two-thirds 
of all students married, the two-year old Princeton 
Windsor Apartments are an increasingly important 


factor in the life of the Seminary. 


Martin E. Marty, widely noted theo- 
logian, author, and lecturer, was the 
speaker for the 1967 Autumn Alumni 
Conference attended by more than 120 
Princeton graduates. Dr. Marty, asso- 
ciate editor of THE CHRISTIAN 
CENTURY and Chairman of the His- 
torical Field of the Divinity School of 
the University of Chicago, delivered 
three lectures on “Christian Hope and 
the Cult of the Future”. 


Outlining the cultural context in 
which the Christian Church seeks to 
function today, Dr. Marty suggested 
that Christian hope and a theology of 
the future offers some promise “to

until we speak more meaningfully of a 
doctrine of God, the Church cannot 
expect its theology to be accepted.” 

Marty cited Roman Catholic Father 
Pierre Teilhard de Chardin, the Marxist 
atheist Ernest Bloch, Jiirgen Moltmann, 
and W. Pannenberg as the leaders in 
the direction of a theology of hope. 

Teilhard de Chardin came on the 
theological scene after Vatican Two 
“although his writings, which are os- 
tensibly scientific in nature, date from 
the 1930’s.” Implicit in de Chardin’s 
scientific writings is a philosophy of

history which asserts that God (Omega® 
point) is ahead of mankind and that 
during the time of life on this planet, 
man may participate in “the unfolding 
of events” which lead toward Omega. 


Ernst Bloch has become an attrac- 
tive figure in the new movement to- 
ward a theology of hope because of his 
unorthodox communist philosophy, 
which has opened the possibility for } 
dialogue between Christian theologians 
and Communists.

present is not fulfillment, but that ful- 


fillment lies in the future: ‘the true 
genesis is not at the beginning but at 
the end’’. In this context, Abraham was 
a part of the “cult of the future” in that 
he was pointing his life and thought 
toward the promise of Yaweh. 


This “open-ended” view of history 
and human life is the base upon which 
Harvey Cox (The Secular City, The 
Secular City Debate, etc.) writes. Cox is 
translating into more concrete and fa- 
miliar terms a theology of hope for the 
present day, the task which Dr. Marty 
suggests must be the eventual practice 
of the Christian ministry in our day. 





President James I. McCord was the guest 
speaker for the October 25 installation of 
the Reverend Dr. John E. Smylie as Presi- 
dent of Queens College, Charlotte, N.C. 
President Smylie, a member of the Class of 
1952, completed his Th.D. work at the 
Seminary in 1959. He was a member of 
Princeton Seminary’s History Department 
faculty until 1962, when he went to Occi- 
dental College as Chaplain and Assistant 
Professor of Religion. He assumed his 
responsibilities at Queens this year. 


The Reverend Dr. Arnold Come, ’42, be- 
came President Come of San Francisco 
Theological Seminary on October 3. A mem- 
ber of the San Francisco faculty since 1952, 


President Come entered Princeton Semi- 
nary’s doctoral program upon completing 
his B.D. work, receiving his degree in 1946. 
He taught at Center College for six years 
before going to San Francisco Seminary. 


Also honored this fall was the Reverend 
Dr. Balmer H. Kelly. Kelly, who received 
his Princeton Th.D. in 1948, has been Act- 
ing President of Union Theological Semi- 
nary in Richmond. The Trustees, faculty, 
students and alumni of Union participated 
in a special observance of the contribution 
of Professor Kelly during the period prior 
to the installation this Fall of the Reverend 
Dr. Fred R. Stair, Jr., as Union’s new 
president. 
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JAMES R. CARROLL received his col- 
lege education and his ordination, and 
served his first parish in his native 
state of Pennsylvania. Following his 
graduation from Grove City College in 
1939, he entered Princeton Theological 
Seminary, serving during seminary 
years as a student assistant in the 
Second Presbyterian Church of Prince- 
ton and the Presbyterian Church of 
Avenel, N.J. Ordained by the Presby- 
tery of Donegal upon graduation in 
1942, he became the minister of the 
Chestnut Level Presbyterian Church, 
Quarryville, Pa. In 1948, he was called 
to be assistant minister at Central 
Church, Buffalo, N.Y. Central Church 
made him their associate minister in 
1951, and a year later he began a 
twelve-year ministry as pastor of the 
congregation. 


In 1964, Carroll went to Amarillo, 
Texas, to his present ministry at the 
First Presbyterian Church of that city. 


A member of the General Council 
of Plains Presbytery and chairman of 
presbytery’s Committee on Presbytery 
Causes, Carroll is a former member of 
the Permanent Judicial Commission of 
the General Assembly and has also 
served on the denomination’s Commit- 
tee on Nominations and the Special 
Committee on the Powers of the Pres- 
bytery. While in New York Synod he 
was a member of the Synod Commis- 
sion on Religion and Race, the Urban 
Church Committee, the Committee for 
Inter-American University Chapel 
Fund, and chairman of a committee 
studying the feasibility of the establish- 
ment of a church-related college in 
New York State. In addition to being 
a trustee of Trinity University, Carroll 
serves on the Committee on National 
Missions and the Special Committee to 
Study Mission and Structure of the 
Synod of Texas. He is active in Rotary 
and the Amarillo Ministerial Associa- 
tion, a member of the Budget Review 
Committee of the United Fund, the 
YMCA Board and the Board of the 
Potter-Randall Citizens Committee. 
Honored in 1953 with a Doctor of 
Divinity degree from Grove City Col- 
lege, Carroll has served on United Pres- 
byterian teaching-preaching missions 
that took him to Alaska and Puerto 
Rico. He is presently Vice President of 
the Princeton Seminary Alumni As- 
sociation and a member of the Execu- 
tive Council. 


CHARLES T. LEBER, currently chair- 
man of the Division of Interpretation 
and Strategy of the United Presbyterian 
Board of National Missions, was grad- 
uated from Princeton Theological 
Seminary in 1949, and for five years 
was minister of the Wolff Memorial 
Presbyterian Church of Newark. A 
graduate of Hamilton College, which 


granted him a Doctor of Divinity 
degree, honoris causa, in 1960, Leber 
has devoted his ministry to the urban 
mission of the Church. In 1954 he was 
called to Detroit to become pastor-di- 
rector of Dodge Community House, 
where he had served as a theological 
intern from 1946-1948. 


From 1960 to 1966, when he joined 
the National Missions staff, Leber was 
minister of First Presbyterian Church, 
Chicago, Ill. During his Chicago 
ministry he was a visiting professor of 
preaching at McCormick Theological 
Seminary for a period of four years. He 
was also responsible for the organiza- 
tion of a community planning and 
rehabilitation effort that became the 
widely publicized The Woodlawn Or- 
ganization. TWO brings together Cath- 
olic and Protestant churches, business- 
men, tenants, home-owners and civic 
and social groups to deal with urban 
renewal, school segregation and the 
development of indigenous leadership. 


Leber also helped organize the South 
Central Planning Council of Chicago 
Presbytery. While in New York City 
Presbytery he helped develop a mission 
administration program and an inter- 
faith approach to mission. Such groups 
as Joint Action in Mission, a Church 
and Race Secretariat, and the Inter- 
faith City-Wide Coordinating Commit- 
tee Against Poverty. He is a member 
of the executive committee of the 
National Staff of the Board of National 
Missions. 


ROBERT W. SCOTT has been the 
minister of Westminster Presbyterian 
Church, Elizabeth, N.J., since 1949. A 
1938 graduate of Princeton Seminary, 
he has served pastorates in West Tren- 
ton and Slackwood (Trenton) Presby- 
terian Churches, the First Presbyterian 
Church of Langhorne, Pa., and the 
First Presbyterian Church of Haddon 
Heights, N.J. From 1942 to 1949 he 
was a U.S. Navy Chaplain, reaching 
the rank of Lieutenant Commander. 


A graduate of Waynesburg College, 
which awarded him an honorary Doctor 
of Divinity degree in 1955, Scott has 
been active in both radio and televi- 
sion broadcasting. For eight years he 
appeared on “The Fourth R”, a reli- 
gious broadcast originating in New 
York City. Thirty-four stations currently 
carry a series of morning and evening 
devotional programs prepared by him, 
and he is chairman of the New Jersey 
Synod Committee on Radio and Televi- 
sion as well as the Synod Committee on 
Communication. 


His presbytery and synod service 
also includes a term as chairman of the 
Westminster Foundation Committee of 
the Synod of New Jersey, a term as 
moderator of Elizabeth Presbytery and

Eighty-seven members of the 
Class of 1967 have reported their 
plans for employment or further 
study to the Secretary of the Semi- 
nary, Arthur M. Byers, Jr. Only four 
1967 graduates are still to be heard 
from. 

As in most years, the graduates 
are engaged in a broad range of 
work in the Church, and a few 
‘other fields, with parish or pastoral 
‘service predominating. Fifty-six 
‘graduates, making up some sixty- 
four percent of the Class, are at 
work as ministers, associate or as- 
‘sistant ministers, directors of Chris- 
‘tian education, or in urban work. 
One man entered the Army chap- 
Taincy, and another is a post-B.D. 
‘intern in a local church situation. 
| Nineteen graduates are in pro- 
‘grams of further study. One is taking 
‘a clinical training program, another 
working for the degree of Master of 
ocial Work. Two are studying 
abroad and eight are doing doctoral- 
level work at Princeton Seminary 
or other institutions. Six are taking 
‘one-year Master of Theology pro- 
grams before entering pastoral 
‘service.

Following ordination in 1916 by 
the Presbytery of Columbia, Synod 
of New York, he was minister for 
six years of the Valatie, New York, 
Church, and from 1922 to 1929 as- 
sistant minister of Northminster 
Church, Philadelphia. He was called 
to the pastorate of Scots Church, 
Philadelphia, in 1929 and served 
there until retiring as pastor emeri- 
tus in 1941 because of ill health.

George Handy 
Wajiles dies in 
hundredth year 


GEORGE HANDY WAILES, '97, died July 12 at 
his Salisbury, Md., home slightly more than one 
month before his 101st birthday. For fifty years 
a teacher of Biblical languages at the Reformed 
Episcopal Theological Seminary of Philadelphia, 
Dr. Wailes from 1929 to 1937 was a Visiting Pro- 
fessor of Hebrew at Princeton Seminary, traveling 
from Philadelphia several days weekly to meet 
classes. 


Upon his retirement from the seminary in 
Philadelphia, he was honored with the degree 
of Doctor of Divinity. Dr. Wailes was a cum laude 
graduate of Princeton University, and took his 
M.A. in that institution. His teaching career 
included appointments at Ursinus College and 
Temple University. From 1916 to 1924, he served 
as stated supply in the Calvary Presbyterian 
Church of Highland Park, Pa. He was minister 
of Scots Church, Philadelphia, in 1897-1908.

For several years moderator of the Synod of 
the Transvaal, Dr. Nicol also chaired numerous 
civic and church committees and commissions in 
the fields of education, social problems and 
public affairs. Both the University of Stellen- 
bosch and the University of South Africa awarded 
him honorary degrees. 


DR. DAVID B. EVANS was a visiting lecturer during 
the Spring Semester at Saint Viadimir’s Orthodox 
Theological Seminary in Tuckahoe, New York, and 
will continue in the same capacity during the 1967- 
68 academic year. The recently published New 
Catholic Encyclopedia contains five articles written 
by Dr. Evans dealing with five theological figures 
of the sixth century. 


DR. SEWARD HILTNER participated in the first 
meeting of a committee to study the problems of 
sexuality under the auspices of the National In- 
stitute of Mental Health and was named to the 
Board of Consulting Editors of the new journal, 
MEDICAL ASPECTS OF HUMAN SEXUALITY.

In addition to lectures at Chautaugua, 
New York, Princeton, and Lake Junalauska, North 
Carolina, Dr. Homrighausen was a fraternal dele- 
gate of the General Assembly of the United Presby- 
terian Church to the General Assembly of the 
Reformed Churches in the Caribbean, Georgetown, 
Guyana. Following preaching assignments in Ocean 
City and Red Bank, New Jersey, he was re-elected 
a member of the International Committee of the 
YMCA and to the Board of Trustees of Hood 
College. 


DR. NORMAN VICTOR HOPE spent most of July 
in his native Britain visiting relatives and re- 
turned to resume his summer ministry at Calvary 
Methodist Church of East Orange, New Jersey. Dr. 
Hope also taught a summer course at the Prince-

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The Presidents Letter 


New Year’s Day 


Dear Fellow-Ministers: 

Snow began to fall yesterday just after luncheon, and by nightfall the 
village was blanketed. The noise of traffic was muffled, engagements 
vanished, and a long stretch of unmortgaged time appeared, ideal for 
uninterrupted reading. It is not always so, as every minister will testify. 
To find time for reading and reflection is an increasing problem and 
frustration for the minister, but no other profession requires more con- 
centration or wider reading as a condition of adequate and relevant 
performance. 


There is a Biblical text for this. ‘Concentrate... on your reading,” 
St. Paul advised Timothy. It is still true that ‘ta mind is known by the 
books that it keeps.” New Year’s Day is a good time to begin with 
fresh resolve to wrap one’s mind around as many books as possible in 
1968. But where does one begin? Here are some suggestions that are 
highly subjective and chosen at random, but those desiring systematic, 
annotated reading lists and study guides may obtain them by writing 
Dr. Jack Cooper, Director, Center of Continuing Education, 12 Library 
Place, Princeton. 


Perhaps the most widely discussed theological volume today is Juergen 
Moltmann’s THEOLOGY OF HOPE. It has now appeared in an English 
translation and opens up new vistas for those who have been troubled 
and perplexed by the erosion of the dimension of transcendence. Pro- 
fessor Moltmann will be lecturing at the Seminary on March 7. His 
book should be read along with Dietrich Ritschl’s MEMORY AND 
HOPE, which is a thoughtful and scholarly account of ‘‘Christ’s 
presence.” 


For those who are interested in Russian thought and culture three 
books have appeared recently that are all worth reading. The first is 
James H. Billington’s THE ICON AND THE AXE, an interpretative his- 
tory of Russian culture. The period discussed is the last 600 years, and 
what impressed me most was the central place of the Church in Rus- 
sian history. The icon and the axe are two objects that were tradi- 
tionally hung together on the wall of the peasant hut in northern 
Russia. They represent in Dr. Billington’s volume the visionary and 
the earthy aspects of Russian culture. George F. Kennan’s MEMOIRS: 
1925-1950 is the second book to be recommended. Dr. Kennan, now a 
resident of Princeton and a member of the Institute for Advanced 
Study, has spent his mature life in diplomacy and in the study of 
Russia and Eastern Europe. His MEMOIRS are an intellectual history 
as well as a judicious report on international relations surrounding 
World War II and its aftermath. The third volume is Henri Troyat’s 
TOLSTOY. Already Troyat had written FIREBRAND, one of the most 


sensitive biographies of Dostoevski. Put this on your list, too, if you 
have not read it, for Dostoevski's great humanity and his awareness 
of the demonic have much to teach us in the midst of our new op- 
timism. Tolstoy possessed the same monumentality, the same full 
humanity, and as many complexities as the author of KARAMAZOV. 


I was moved by reading Robert K. Hudnut’s SURPRISED BY GOD. 
In some ways it reminded me of Reinhold Niebuhr’s LEAVES FROM 
THE NOTEBOOK OF A TAMED CYNIC. There is the same integrity, 
the same commitment to the Gospel, the same concern for relevance, 
and the same ability to be objective about oneself and one’s ministry. 
Here is the report of a young pastor on his first years in the ministry, 
and he quite obviously believes that what he is doing is important in 
the lives of people and in the service of Christ. 


Two volumes by colleagues deserve wide reading. Dr. Macleod has 
translated from the French Richard Paquier’s DYNAMICS OF WOR- 
SHIP, ‘‘a unique blending of theological, biblical, and historical strains” 
in the history, foundation, and structure of worship. Dr. James N. 
Lapsley has edited the papers and the discussions of the Edward F. 
Gallahue Conference on Religion and Psychiatry that took place on 
campus in 1963, The book is entitled THE CONCEPT OF WILLING 
and shows the place of will and willing in an era that has outgrown 
the outmoded predestinarianism of theological scholasticism and 
Freudian psychology. 


But when does one read? Those free mornings have become cluttered 
and evenings are now given to meetings. There is no formula, but let 
me suggest the late hours while others sleep. Or it could be done the 
other way, at dawn while others sleep, though this has moved to 
another type of personality and is beyond my experience. Holidays 
are the time for big books, but a great deal can be done at odd moments 
while commuting, flying, or just waiting for luncheon to be served. 


There is another passage from St. Paul that should not be forgotten in 
1968: ‘‘Remember from what sort of people your knowledge has come, 
and how from early childhood your mind has been familiar with the 
Holy Scriptures, which can open the mind to the salvation which comes 
through believing in Christ Jesus ... The Scriptures are the compre- 
hensive equipment of the man of God, and fit him fully for all branches 
of his work.”

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Niles, McCord, Johnson to Address Vocations Conference 


Princeton’s ninth annual conference on 
Church Vocations, March 1-3, will feature ma- 
jor addresses byDr.D.T.Niles, General Secre- 
tary of the East Asia Christian Conference; 
Dr. James I. McCord, President of Princeton 
Seminary; and Dr. Robert P. Johnson, Gen- 
eral Presbyter of the Presbytery of New York 
City. 

Approximately 250 college and university 
juniors and seniors are expected to attend 
the three-day conference. The 200 men and 
50 women will be nominated by ministers, 
teachers, and staff members at colleges as 
well as denominational officials responsible 
for vocational enlistment. 


The opening address of the Conference 
will be the James J. Reeb Memorial Lecture- 
ship for the 1967-68 academic year, and will 
be delivered by Dr. Niles. Currently the Gen- 
eral Secretary of the East Asia Christian 
Conference, Niles is the former chairman of 
the World Student Christian Federation and 
until 1961 served as the Secretary of the 
Department of Studies in Evangelism of the 
World Council of Churches. Born in 1908 in 
North Ceylon, Niles has remained active in 
the life of the Church of his own country, 
serving as principal of the Jaffna Central 
College and minister of St. Peters Church 
(Methodist) in Jaffna. In 1964 he was named 
Chairman of the North District of the Meth- 
odist Church of Ceylon. 


President James |. McCord will deliver the 
featured address during the second day of 
the Conference speaking on the _ topic: 
“Where Are We Going?’’ A native of Rusk, 
Texas, McCord received his B.A.from Austin 
College in 1938 and his Bachelor of Divinity 
from The Austin Presbyterian Theological 





Seminary. He has also done graduate study 
at the University of Texas, Harvard Universi- 
ty, and the University of Edinburgh. 


Dr. McCord has lectured in theological 
seminaries in Canada, Scotland, Africa, Aus- 
tralia, Latin America as well as in the United 
States. The author of numerous articles and 
reviews, he is the past chairman of the North 
American Area Council of the World Alliance 
of Reformed Churches, a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Alliance, and 
North American Secretary of the Alliance; 
member of the Committee on Faith and Or- 
der of the World Council of Churches; and 
Past Chairman of the Consultation on Church 
Union. 


The Reverend Dr. Robert P. Johnson, chief 
executive officer of the Presbytery of New 
York City, will be the preacher at the Sunday 
morning worship service which will officially 
close the Conference. He will be assisted by 
Dean Arthur M. Adams. 

Following a ten year pastorate at the 
Bethedsa Presbyterian Church, Pittsburg, Dr. 
Johnson served as a field representative for 
the Board of National Missions and Christian 
Education. Returning of the parish ministry 
in 1954, Johnson served the Fifteenth Street 
Presbyterian Church, Washington, D.C., until 
being named General Presbyter of New York 
City October 1, 1967. While in Washington, 
he founded the Washington Chapter of the 
Presbyterian Interracial Council. 


From 1955-58, Johnson was a member of 
the General Assembly’s Permanent Commis- 
sion on Inter-Church Relations.

Beginning his studies as a prisoner of war 
in England, he continued at Gottingen, where 
he received his doctorate in 1952.

Professor Helmut Gollwitzer, who holds 
the chair of Systematic Theology in the Fac- 
ulty of Philosophy of the Free University of 
Berlin and also aprofessor at the Berlin School 
of Theology, will deliver three lectures on 
campus March 11-13. 


A 1937 graduate of the University of 
Basel, Gollwitzer is the author of Unwilling 
Journey, Dying We Live, The Dying and the 
Living Lord, The Existence of God as Con- 
fessed by Faith, and The Demands of Free- 
dom. He was active in the Confessional 
Church during theHitler era, and was asked 
by Martin Niemoller to be his replacement in 
1938 in the parish of Berlin-Dahlem. Re- 
moved from Berlin and forbidden to speak 
publicly in Germany, he was conscripted 
into military service in 1940, and was held 
as a prisoner from the fall of Germany until 
1950. 


He joined the faculty of the University of 
Bonn in 1950, and served there seven years 
before moving to Berlin.

Letter 





April 22, 1968 
Dear Fellow-Ministers: 


Recent weeks have driven home to all of 
us the shocking realization that tragic evil 
exists alongside bright promise in modern 
society. In the midst of our enthusiasm 
for new efforts in social justice and new 
openness in political life came the som- 
ber news of the murder of the Reverend 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 


Dr. King was a great Christian and a 
great American, possibly the greatest of 
our generation. His single-minded crusade 
for equal justice refused any compromise 
with the principles of brotherhood, sacri- 
ficial love, and non-violence. He grew out 
of an American tradition that has empha- 
sized personal responsibility, the power of 
righteous example and righteous indigna- 
tion, and the respect for justice as well as 
law. His courage was grounded in his 
Christian assurance of his own relationship 
with Jesus Christ. He could ignore per- 
sonal danger because he was confident of 
God’s ultimate victory. 


Last weekend two events on the Prince- 
ton Seminary campus picked up the theme 
of tragedy and promise. The Gallahue 
Conference on Theology, sponsored by 
THEOLOGY TODAY and directed by Dr. 
Hugh T. Kerr, brought together fifty-four 
scholars to consider new directions for 
theology. While this meeting was going on 
in the Princeton Inn and the Campus Cen- 
ter, a group of forty Negro students was 
meeting in the Center of Continuing Educa- 
tion. The Conference of Black Seminarians 
brought together delegates from fifteen 
theological schools in the eastern half of 
the nation. It was conceived, planned, and 
directed by Negro students enrolled in 
Princeton. 

It would be incorrect to conclude that 
one conference dealt with ideas and the 
other with action. Both groups were aware 
of the need for a fresh approach to theol- 
ogy and for renewed vigor in the mission 
of the Church to the world. Both confer- 
ences recognized the yawning vacuum 


created by the tragic death of Dr. King. 
Indeed, the black seminarians made their 
meeting a memorial to him. 


Both conferences, working from entirely 
different standpoints, recognized the threat 
to society posed by both the Old Right and 
the New Left. And both conferences re- 
jected these irrational, anti-democratic, 
and anti-Christian extremes. Eloquent 
voices championed freedom for a_ total 
population, willingness to make the painful 
sacrifices necessary for the restructuring 
of society, and the gift of man’s full hu- 
manity in Jesus Christ. 


The conferences came together on Sun- 
day morning in Miller Chapel for worship 
to hear the Rev. Dr. Wyatt T. Walker, min- 
ister of the Canaan Baptist Church of 
Christ in Harlem and former chief of staff 
to Dr. King. There is no way to go back a 
single day in time, Dr. Walker declared, no 
way back to an era when black and white 
got along well together in harmony. The 
harmonious ‘good old days,’ he said, were 
characterized by the slave block. Nor can 
we stand still, he continued, and try to 
hold on to what we have achieved. The 
only direction is forward, into the turmoil 
and pain of continued struggle with those 
elements of Church and nation that would 
deny some people the rights of full human- 
ity. Only such a step of faith can carry us 
the great distance still to be covered in 
the pilgrimage towards tranquility and 
justice.” 


The Christian Church, the American na- 
tion, and mankind have suffered a grievous 
loss in the death of Dr. King. The tragic 
tendency to violence, always present in 
our society, has broken out across the face 
of our countryside and our cities. We are 
being forced to recognize the truth of the 
Kerner Report, that we are a racist society. 


But this is not all. We have also heard 
a voice underscoring Dr. King’s dream of 
a nation in which love has overcome hate. 
We have shared the excitement of a major 
theological event in which new vistas for 


theological progress have been revealed. 
And we have seen two score young Negro 
men and women, competent, responsible, 
and articulate, who represent a new gen- 
eration of leadership. Dr. King reached the 
mountain top, and his vision has been 
caught by enough Christians of all com- 
munions to keep us moving towards the 
goals of freedom and equality for which 
he lived and died in the service of Jesus 
Christ.

to Address Crodueea 


Presiding Bishop John Elbridge Hines of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church will de- 
liver the address, and Yale Chaplain Wil- 
liam Coffin the Baccalaureate sermon, at 
Princeton Theological Seminary’s 156th 
annual Commencement June 2-4. 


The Baccalaureate service, scheduled for 
4:00 p.m., Sunday, June 2, in Princeton’s 
First Presbyterian Church, will open the 
round of Commencement events. The June 
3 Alumni Day program will include semi- 
nars led by Professor Diogenes Allen of 
the Seminary faculty; Howard R. Moody, 
minister of Judson Memorial Church in 
Greenwich Village, New York City; Profes- 
sor Edward Farley of Pittsburgh Theological 
Seminary. The Commencement itself, set 
for 10:30 a.m., Tuesday, June 4, in the 
Princeton University Chapel will complete 
the graduation ceremonies. 


Commencement Speaker Hines became 
the twenty-second Presiding Bishop of the 
Episcopal Church in the U.S., in October, 
1964 after twenty years as Bishop of Texas. 
He is the youngest man ever to assume the 
leadership of the nation’s three and one 
half million Episcopalians. 


Bishop Hines completed B.D. studies at 
Virginia Theological Seminary, Alexandria. 
A native of South Carolina, he received his 
A.B. degree and was elected to Phi Beta 
Kappa from the University of the South in 
1930. In 1946 both his college and semi- 
nary honored him with awards of the 
degree of Doctor of Divinity. More re- 
cently he was awarded doctorates of Sacred 
Theology by General Theological Seminary, 
Trinity College and Seabury-Western Theo- 
logical Seminary. 


Going to St. Louis, upon his ordination, 
the future bishop served from 1934 to 1935 
as a curate of the Church of St. Michael 
and St. George of that city, and then for 
two years was rector of Trinity Episcopal 
Church of Hannibal, Mo. In 1937 he began 
a four-year pastorate at St. Paul’s Episco- 
pal Church, Augusta, Ga., and in 1941 went 
to Houston, Texas, as rector of Christ 
Episcopal Church. 


In 1945 Hines was consecrated a bishop 
and named coadjutor of the Diocese of 
Texas, ten years later he became bishop 
of that diocese, serving until his election 
to the office of Presiding Bishop in New 
York City in 1964. 


Bishop Hines has long been active in the 
affairs of the Executive Council. He was a 
member of the Committee on Ecumenical 
Relations and also served as chairman of 
the Council’s Home Department from 1957 
to 1963 and as chairman of the Joint Com- 
mission on the Church in Human Affairs 
during the General Convention of 1960: a 
commission which had as its goal the ex- 
pansion of the Church’s ministry in an

urban industrial society. 


Bishop Hines represented the Episcopal 
Church at a world-wide conference on mi- 
gration of peoples sponsored by the World 
Council of Churches in 1961, and served on 
Evaluation and Strategy for the Mission of 
the Church, also in 1961. 


As Presiding Bishop, he serves as Presi- 
dent of the Church’s “Board of Directors,” 
its Executive Council, and presides over 
the House of Bishops and the joint ses- 
sions of the triennial General Convention. 


Bishop Hines chairs the trustees of the 
Episcopal Seminary of the Southwest at 
Austin and of St. Stephen’s Episcopal 
School of that city. He is chairman of the 
Board of the Episcopal Church Founda- 
tion; Vice-President-at-large and a General 
Board member of the National Council of 
Churches; Chairman of the World Council 
of Churches’ Division of Interchurch Aid, 
Refugee and World Service. 


William Sloane Coffin, Jr., University 
Chaplain and minister of the Church of 
Christ at Yale University since 1958, re- 
ceived national recognition in the early 
years of this decade for such widely varied 
activities as service as the first Director of 
the Peace Corps’ Field Training Center in 
Puerto Rico and being arrested for partici- 
pating in an early “Freedom Ride” in 
Alabama. 


A graduate of Yale University who at- 
tended Union Theological Seminary after 
World War II service in Europe and post- 
war service as a liaison officer with the 
Russian Army, Coffin returned to govern- 
ment service during the Korean War, serv- 
ing abroad in the field of Russian affairs. 
He earned his B.D. degree during study at 
Yale Divinity School in 1953-56. 


In 1962 LIFE MAGAZINE named Coffin 
one of the 100 “under forty” Americans as 
outstanding members of “the take-over 
generation”. He has lectured in the Far 
East under State Department auspices, and 
in 1962 was given the annual Americanism 
Award of the Connecticut Valley Council of 
B’nai B’rith. Coffin was one of the original 
advisors and consultants at the organiza- 
tion of the Peace Corps program, and is 
currently a member of the boards of the 
NAACP Legal Defense and Education Fund, 
Crossroads Africa, and the Freedom of Res- 
idence Fund. Coffin has seen his sermons 
antholigized in a 1962 volume, Sermons to 
Intellectuals from Three Continents, and 
has written articles for The Nation, Satur- 
day Review, Christian Century, Parents 
Magazine, The Pulpit, and the Intercolle- 
gian. 

In 1966 Wesleyan University awarded Cof- 
fin the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Divinity.

Vocations Conference 


brings 200 to Campus 


More than 200 college and _ university 
students participated in the 1968 Princeton 
Conference on Church Vocations, “Careers 
in the Church.” Delegates were nominated 
by local pastors, campus chaplains, presi- 
dents of denominational institutions, and 
students presently at the seminary. 


The three-day program featured major ad- 
dresses by Dr. D. T. Niles, General Secre- 
tary of the East Asia Christian Conference; 
President James |. McCord; and Dr. Robert 
P. Johnson, General Presbyter of New York 
City. In addition to faculty panels and 11 
discussion groups on forms of ministry, the 
visiting students had opportunity for in- 
formal discussions with Princeton students. 


Frank Baldwin, a junior at Millikin Uni- 
versity (Decatur, III.) and member of the 
United Presbyterian Church, U.S.A., said 
“the Conference had opened many new 

possibilities” as he contemplates the min- 
istry. Baldwin noted that he was “pleased” 
"to see that the church is aware of the new 


forms of the ministry presently emerging 
in the American society. Like most other 
delegates interviewed, he found the dis- 
cussion periods with speakers and faculty 
members to be the most exciting part of 
the Conference. 


Expressing similar views was Dave Caw- 
ley, a Roman Catholic from LaSalle Col- 
lege (Philadelphia). Cawley was particu- 
larly impressed with the caliber of under- 
graduate delegates attending and felt that 
“the intelligence and understanding of 
fellow conferees added much to the Con- 
ference.” Understandably, he was particu- 
larly interested in attitudes toward the 
ecumenical movement. Cawley noted en- 
thusiastically “the real concern for ecu- 
menicity and the practical understanding 
of the possibilities and difficulties in- 
volved.” As he waited for his ride follow- 
ing the close of the Conference, he joined 
a group of friends in praise for the scope 
and depth of the program.

Memorial Services 
held for 
Martin Luther King 


Students, faculty, and staff of Princeton 
Seminary gathered in Miller Chapel at mid- 
night April 4 for private meditation and 
prayer following news of the death of Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. The concluding 
Holy Week service planned for 10:00 a.m. 
the following day became a memorial serv- 
ice for the late Dr. King. 


The memorial service was led by David 
Myler, President of the Student Council; 
George Taylor, a senior at the seminary; 
and the Reverend J. Randall Nichols. Short 
meditations were delivered by President 
James |. McCord and Professor Richard 
Shaull. 


Dr. McCord called on the Christian 
Church in America to recognize the hatred 
and racism which has pervaded the nation 
for hundreds of years. He said the church 
must become the instrument of reconcilia- 
tion in the latter half of the twentieth cen- 
tury. McCord recalled the deep faith and 
profound courage of Dr. King, who sought 
to minister in love to black and white alike. 


Speaking to the over-flow congregation, 
Dr. Shaull asserted the need for a “rebirth 
in our nation of our values and our per- 
spectives.” Shaull expressed his hope that 
out of the despair of the King assassina- 
tion would come the resolve and commit- 
ment to remold the American society. 
Echoing President McCord, Shaull called 
on the Church to become the reconciling 
agent in this process and noted the se- 
verely limited amount of time remaining 
before conditions become irreversible.

The Reverend Dr. Bernhard W. Anderson 
and Dr. Karlfried Froehlich will join the 
Princeton Theological Seminary faculty in 
September, 1968, Princeton Seminary Pres- 
ident James |. McCord has announced. 


Anderson, formerly Dean of the Drew 
University School of Theology, will become 
Professor of Old Testament Theology. 
Froehlich will become Associate Professor 
of the History and Theology of the Medie- 
val Church. He is currently engaged in re- 
search in Paris. 


Ordained to the Methodist ministry in 
1939 after graduation from the College of 
the Pacific and after completing both the 
B.D. and M.A. degrees from the Pacific 
School of Religion, Professor Anderson 
completed his Ph.D. at Yale University in 
1945. He has been the minister of churches 
in Pennsylvania, California, Connecticut 
and New York. 


Dr. Anderson began his teaching career 
at Colgate University where he was an in- 
structor for two years before being named 
the James A. Gray Professor of Biblical 
Literature at the University of North Caro- 
lina in 1948. In 1950 he began a four-year 
stint as Professor of Old Testament Inter- 
pretation at Colgate Rochester Divinity 
School, and in 1958 went to Drew as Dean 
and Henry A. Buttz Professor of Biblical 
Literature. 


Dr. Anderson resigned the Drew dean- 
ship in 1963 to devote full time to teaching 
and research and spent the following aca- 
demic year as Annual Professor at the 
American School of Oriental Research in

Jerusalem. He resumed his duties as a 
member of the Drew faculty in 1964. 


The author of five books in the field of 
Biblical theology, Anderson has also edited 
two additional volumes and translated a 
third.

Armstrong entered the United States 
Navy in December of 1942, and received 
his commission in 1944.

Luce Chair Established 


The professorship of ecumenics at 
Princeton Theological Seminary, the first 
such teaching post established in an 
American theological seminary, will become 
the Henry Winters Luce Chair of Ecumen- 
ics, Seminary President James |. McCord 
has announced. 


A gift of $500,000 from the Henry Luce 
Foundation, Inc., has made possible the 
professorship in the field of Christian unity 
in memory of Henry Winters Luce, a mem- 
ber of Princeton Seminary’s Class of 1896 
who died in 1941 after a career as a mis- 
sionary and educator in the United States 
and China. He served on the Princeton 
Seminary faculty as a visiting lecturer 
after his return from China. 


Henry Winters Luce was the father of the 
late Henry R. Luce, founder and editor-in- 
chief of TIME, LIFE and FORTUNE. A 
grandson of Henry -Winters Luce, Henry 
Luce, Ill, is a trustee of Princeton Theo- 
logical Seminary and is Vice President of 
TIME, INC. 


After being graduated from Princeton 


Seminary in 1896, Henry Winters Luce 
served for a year as secretary of the Stu- 
dent Volunteer Movement, a post he had 
held in 1894-95 before coming to Princeton. 
He later returned to Princeton Seminary 
as a Visiting Lecturer. In 1897 Luce went 
to China, and for seventeen years was a 
professor at Shantung Christian University. 
In 1919 he was named Vice President of 
Peking University, and served there until 
1927 when he become Vice President 
Emeritus. 


Returning to the United States, Luce 
spent a year in additional graduate study, 
and then joined the faculty of Hartford 
Theological Seminary as professor of Mis- 
sions, teaching there from 1928 to 1941. He 
died later that same year, on December 7. 


The chair named in memory of Henry 
Winters Luce was originally a professorship 
of missions, the field in which he served 
his ministry and in which he later taught. 
At its establishment, it was the first pro- 
fessorship of missions in theological edu- 
cation, just as it became the first ecu- 
menics professorship when it was occupied 
by Dr. John A. Mackay, president of 
Princeton Seminary from 1936 to 1959 and 
currently president emeritus.

Dear Fellow-Ministers: 


The Summer Issue of the Alumni News 
deals with the Seminary’s 156th com- 
mencement. On June 4, 207 men and 
women received degrees. It was impres- 
sive to see the ranks of the Church aug- 
mented by such an able group represent- 
ing a rich cross section of the Christian 
world. Among the graduates was a large 
contingent of international students, from 
Japan and Indonesia, Pakistan and South 
Africa, Australia and New Zealand. Five 
U. S. Navy chaplains were degree recip- 
ients. They had spent a mid-career year 
in residence while completing Th.M. de- 
grees. Virtually every communion was 
represented in the Class of 1968, includ- 
ing Princeton’s first Roman Catholic 
doctor. 


Much is being written now about the 
contemporary student generation. They 
do belong to a new era. Few can remem- 
ber World War II, and many will vote 
this fall for the first time in a presiden- 
tial election. They represent a generation 
that is increasingly concerned for the 
ministry and local churches and increas- 
ingly unwilling to accept glib answers 
about the parish. It is not true that stu- 
dents today are universally convinced of 
“the futility of the institutional church.” 
They are more realistically aware of the 
potential of the local church and of the 
promise of the congregation in mission 
than was my own generation. It is signifi- 
cant that two recent speakers on campus, 
Dr. Harvey Cox and Dr. William Sloane 
Coffin, emphasized the pastoral ministry 
and urged seminarians to find their places 
as ministers of congregations. 


This is not to say that experimental 
ministers in frontier situations are not 
needed or that the Seminary is not deeply 
concerned about its responsibility to pro- 
duce ministers for these new opportuni- 
ties. The urban crisis and the challenge 
of the diseased central cities of our na- 
tion continue to claim many of the ablest 
and most venturesome students. They 
find this the new mission field for the 
last third of the twentieth century. But it 
seems to me that we have turned the cor- 
ner in the business of downgrading the 
Church, especially the local church. 


A significant event in connection with 
commencement was the retirement of Dr. 
Georges A. Barrois, Professor of History 
and Theology of the Medieval Church, 
and his election to the status-of Profes- 
sor Emeritus. Dr. Barrois is a scholar’s 


scholar, equally at home in several lan 
guages and equally adept in Biblical, his:

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Shaull Named To Luce Chair 


The Henry Winters Luce Chair of Ecu- 
menics at Princeton Theological Semi- 
nary, made possible earlier this year by 
a $500,000 gift from the Henry Luce Foun- 
dation, Inc., will be occupied this Fall by 
Professor M. Richard Shaull of the Semi- 
nary faculty, President James I. McCord 
has announced. 


A member of the Princeton Seminary 
faculty since 1962, Shaull was for twenty 
years a missionary, seminary professor 
and university administrator in South 
America. At Princeton, Shaull has been 
Professor of Ecumenics, the study of the 
problems of Christian mission and unity. 


The Professorship of Ecumenics at 
Princeton Theological Seminary is the 
oldest such teaching post in American 
theological education, established in 1941 
as a professorship of missions. When the 
position was renamed as a chair of Ecu- 
menics, it was again the first such title 
in an American seminary. A Professor 
of Missionary Instruction was first ap- 
pointed at Princeton Seminary in 1853, 
but occupancy was not continuous. 


Henry Winters Luce, in whose memory 
the position is now titled, was a member 
of Princeton Seminary’s Class of 1896 
who died in 1941 after a career as a mis- 
sionary and educator in the United States 
and China. He served on the Princeton 
Seminary faculty as a visiting lecturer 
after his return from China. 


Henry Winters Luce was the father of 
the late Henry R. Luce, founder and edi- 
tor-in-chief of Time, Life and Fortune. A 
grandson of Henry Winters Luce, Henry 
Luce, III, is a trustee of Princeton Theo- 
logical Seminary and is publisher of 
Fortune. 


The new Luce Professor, Dr. M. Rich- 
ard Shaull, continued in his missionary 
appointment in Colombia from 1942 to 
1950, and during his last two years in 
that nation was the minister of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Bogota. He spent two 
years, 1950-51, in graduate study before 
returning to South America to become 
Professor of Church History at the Pres- 
byterian Seminary in Campinas, Brazil. 
In 1960, Shaull was named Professor of 
Theology at the Presbyterian Seminary at 
Presidente Soares, Brazil, and in that 
same year became Vice President of Mac- 
Kenzie Institute in Sao Paulo, Brazil. 


In addition to cooperating in the study 
on Rapid Social Change conducted by the 
World Council of Churches, Professor 
Shaull has worked with the Latin Amer- 
ican Committee on Church and Society 
and also with the Department of Church 
and Society of the Evangelical Confeder- 
ation of Brazil. 
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Shaull was awarded a Guggenheim 
grant for the study of Latin American 
political ideologies. He wrote Encounter 
with Revolution, Containment and Change 
and has written four volumes in Portu- 
guese on Christian faith and social prob- 
lems, and articles and chapters in various 
publications. In 1966 he was a speaker at 
the World Conference on Church and 
Society of the World Council of Churches 
in Geneva after participating in the plan- 
ning of that conference. He has been an 
active participant in the activities of the 
World Student Christian Federation, and 
in the national student movements in this 
country as well as in Asia, Europe, and 
Latin America.

Names Librarian 


The Reverend Louis Charles Willard, a 
New Testament scholar currently engaged 
in research at the Aland Institute in Ger- 
many, has been named Acting Librarian 
of Princeton Seminary’s Robert E. Speer 
Library, Seminary President James I. Mc- 
Cord has announced. 


A native of Florida who will receive 
his Ph.D. degree from Yale University 
this coming Fall, Willard will assume his 
duties at Princeton Seminary on Novem- 
ber 1. 


The Reverend Mr. Willard was gradu- 
ated from the University of Florida in 
1959, and elected to Phi Beta Kappa that 
same year. He spent the next three years 
in residence in Lebanon, teaching at the 
Tripoli Boys’ School, and traveling exten- 
sively in Europe and the Middle East. 


Willard won a Danforth Graduate Fel- 
lowship in 1962 and returned to the 
United States to study for a Bachelor of 
Divinity degree at Yale University. Re- 
ceiving the degree in 1965, he began work 
on a Ph.D. in the field of New Testament, 
and is currently completing a dissertation 
on the topic “The Life and Letters of 
Paul in the Euthalian Apparatus.” He 
served as a Teaching Fellow in New 
Testament while completing the Yale 
doctoral program. 


In addition to his current research in 
Muenster, Germany, Willard’s European 
schedule includes conferences with book 
dealers for the Princeton Seminary 
library. 


The post of Librarian at Speer Library 
has been vacant since the death of Ken- 
neth S. Gapp in July, 1966. 
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Conference At Seminary 


Forty theological students from fifteen 
schools along the Eastern seaboard and 
as far inland as Pittsburgh met at Prince- 
ton Seminary April 19-21 for a Confer- 
ence of Black Seminarians, possibly the 
first such meeting of its kind in the 
United States. 


Conceived, organized and conducted 
entirely by Negro students at Princeton 
Seminary, the conference established the 
basic structure for a national organiza- 
tion to be known as the Association of 
Black Seminarians. Herbert W. McGuin, 
chairman of the April conference and a 
rising senior at Princeton Seminary, was 
named to the presidency of the newly- 
formed association in a meeting held in 
New York in May. 


The conference grew out of campus 
discussions among Princeton’s Negro stu- 
dents, a group which totalled nineteen 
during the past year to become one of 
the largest bodies of black seminarians in 
America. By late October the group had 
formed a committee to work on prelim- 
inary organization for a meeting to dis- 
cuss the distinctive concerns of Negro 
theological students. By February a pro- 
gram had been established and invita- 
tions were in the mail to other institu- 
tions seeking delegates to participate. 


Follow-up now underway includes ad- 
ditional contacts with divinity schools 
which have not yet been brought into the 
organization, and plans for a meeting at 
Yale Divinity School this fall to plan 
work on future programs for the Asso- 
ciation of Black Seminarians. Tentative 
discussions have been held to explore 
the possibilities of a second Princeton 
conference next Spring with representa- 
tion from a larger number of schools 
covering a larger geographic area. 


Attendance at the conference was lim- 
ited to black students, and the leadership 
personnel were also Negro. The session 
was jointly financed by Princeton Sem- 
inary and the Fund for Theological Edu- 
cation, a Rockefeller Brothers fund 
known for its trial year programs of 
theological study and the Protestant Fel- 
lowship Program for Negroes planning to 
enter the ministry.

Most confer- 
ence participants felt the unorthodox 
happening captured far more than most 
theological dissertations.

Leber, a 1949 graduate of the Seminary, 
will serve a three-year term as Alumni 
Trustee.

Massa is also an alumnus, having 
been graduated in 1954, and earned the 
Th.D. degree at Princeton Seminary in 
1960. He was from 1957 to 1961 a mem- 
ber of the Seminary faculty, first as an 
instructor and then as an assistant pro- 
fessor. 


Thompson is a former attorney who 
was named to the office of Stated Clerk 
in 1966. He was for a year prior to that 


election the Moderator of the General

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Assembly. 


A 1934 graduate of Yale University, 
Stewart S. Cort also received a master’s 
degree in business administration from 
Harvard’s Graduate School of Business. 
He joined the commercial research de- 
partment of Bethlehem Steel in 1937. His 
father was Bethlehem’s vice president for 
steel operations and later a director of 
the corporation. The younger Cort was 
transferred to Bethlehem’s West Coast 
operations in 1939, and for nearly twenty- 
five years served in the firm’s sales divi- 
sion. In 1960 he was returned to the 
home office as assistant general manager 
of sales for Bethlehem Steel’s entire oper- 
ation. In slightly more than a year he 
was named vice president for the Pacific 
Coast and returned to San Francisco, 
where he remained until 1963 when he 
was named president of Bethlehem and 
elected a director of the corporation. 


Charles T. Leber became the minister 
of Wolff Memorial Presbyterian Church 
in Newark, N. J., upon his graduation 
from Princeton Seminary, and his subse- 
quent service has also been in connection 
with the urban mission of the Church. In 
1954, he became pastor-director of Dodge 
Community House in Detroit, and in 1960 
the minister of First Presbyterian Church, 
Chicago. A graduate of Hamilton College 
who was honored with a Doctor of Divin- 
ity degree by that institution in 1960, 
Leber was a visiting professor of preach- 
ing at McCormick Seminary while in 
Chicago. He has organized or shared in 
the organization of major urban associa- 
tions in both Chicago and New York, 
including The Woodlawn Organization 
and the South Central Planning Council 
of Chicago Presbytery in Chicago. He 
helped develop mission administration 
and interfaith mission programs in New 
York, including such groups as Joint Ac- 
tion in Mission, a Church and Race Sec- 
retariat, and the Interfaith City-Wide Co- 
ordinating Committee Against Poverty. 


Conrad Massa was called to Third 
Presbyterian Church in Rochester in 1966, 
after five years as minister of Old First 
Church, Newark. While in Newark Massa 
was a founding trustee of the Presby- 
terian Community Center, a store front 
ministry, and also instituted a 24-hour 
service for alcoholics and their families. 
He was the first president of Clearview 
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Halfway House, a rehabilitation home for 
alcoholics. Massa was the minister of the 
Elmwood Presbyterian Church of East 
Orange, N. J., from 1954-1957 when the 
congregation became racially integrated 
and ordained the first Negro elder in 
Morris-Orange Presbytery. In 1955, he re- 
ceived a citation from the Women’s 
League of New Jersey for his efforts in 
fostering racial harmony. He has pub- 
lished articles in liturgy, architecture and 
preaching as well as book reviews. Mas- 
sa’s service to the church has included § 
such presbytery committees as Christian} 
Education, Evangelism, and National Mis- 
sions, synod committees on religion and 
race, and election as a commissioner to 
the 1960 General Assembly and the 1957 
National Council of Churches Conference 
on Policy and Strategy in Social Welfare. 


William P. Thompson began law prac- 
tice in Kansas in 1942. He was an assist- 
ant prosecutor with the International Mil- 
itary Tribunal for the Far East in Tokyo 
during his military service, and in 1945 
was admitted to practice before the Su-« 
preme Court of the United States. He is a 
graduate of McPherson College in Kansas, 
and earned his Doctor of Law degree 
from the University of Chicago Law 
School. Honorary degrees have been con- 
ferred upon him by McPherson College, 
the College of Emporia, and the Univer- 
sity of Dubuque. Long a ruling elder of 
the First Presbyterian Church of Wichita, 
Thompson was a director of the Wichita 
Council of Churches from 1954 to 1959, 
served a term as president of the Council 
and also was for two years chairman of 
the Council’s Board of Trustees. In 1956¢¢ 
he was given the Ecumenical Award of 
the Kansas Council of Churches. Thomp- 
son became a member of the General 
Council of the United Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly in 1958, and from 1960 to 
1964 was vice chairman of the Council. 
He is a member of the Central Commit- 
tee of the World Council of Churches, | 
the Division of Christian Unity of the 
National Council of Churches, and of the 
National Council’s Department of Minis- 
try, General Communication, and Inter- 
pretation. He serves on the Consultation — 
on Church Union of the United Presby- 
terian Church and chairs the Department | 
of Cooperation and Witness of the execu- 
tive committee of the World Alliance of 
Reformed and Presbyterian Churches.

Each lecture will be followed by a dis- 
cussion period. 


Announcements of the conference went 
into the mail in June, with a reminder 
mailing scheduled for early September. 
The cost of the overnight meeting will be 
$3.50 per person registration fee plus 
$5.00 for three meals and lodging on the 
night of September 19. 


President McCord was a delegate to the 
World Council assemblies at Amsterdam 
and New Delhi, and also has attended 
General Councils of the World Presby- 
terian Alliance held in Geneva, Princeton, 
Sao Paulo and Frankfurt. He currently 
chairs the Department of Faith and Order 
of the National Council of Churches and 
the Department of Theology of the World 
Alliance, and is a member of the World 
Council’s Commission on Faith and Order 
and of the Consultation on Church Union. 


Laymen’s Program Added 


'To Continuing Education Schedule 


The first Princeton Seminary Laymen’s 
- Seminar in Theology was held May 10-11 

with John M. Templeton, president of the 
Board of Trustees, presiding. President 
_ James I. McCord was the leader for the 
- session, which attracted business and in- 
dustrial deaders to discussions of secular 
issues from a theological viewpoint. Sev- 
eral additional seminars in the series are 
planned for the coming year. 
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President James I. McCord left Princeton 
in late June for one of the heaviest sched- 
ules of ecumenical meetings in recent 
years. Going first to Roumania, he at- 
tended the meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the World Alliance of Reformed 


and Presbyterian Church. At the Fourth 
Assembly of the World Council of 
Churches at Uppsala, Sweden, he chaired 
Section One on ‘‘The Church's Unity in a 
Shrinking World.” The Theological Com- 
mittee of the World Alliance will meet in 
Stockholm during the period of the WCC 
assembly, and President McCord will be 
a fraternal delegate to the Lambeth Con- 
ference in London before returning to the 
campus. The President’s Spring schedule 
included the St. Louis meeting of the 
American Association of 
Schools in St. Louis June 10-13, as well as 
the National Faith and Order Colloquium 
which he chaired at Notre Dame Univer- 
sity the following week. On June 17 he 
addressed the Northeast Ohio Annual 
Conference of the Methodist Church at 
Lakeside, Ohio. 


Three alumni meetings were held be- 
fore the end of the school year, in Detroit 
on April 8, Pittsburgh on May 6, and 
Philadelphia May 10. President McCord 
also addressed alumni attending the Gen- 
eral Assembly in Minneapolis at a May 
18 dinner meeting. Preaching engage- 
ments included a sermon before the Pres- 
bytery of Philadelphia orf April 18, 
Princeton University Chapel on June 2, 
the dedication of the Franklin Lakes, N. J., 
Presbyterian Church on June 9, and the 
Summer Preaching Program at Ocean 
Grove, N. J., on June 16, as well as other 
services in First Presbyterian Church, 
Philadelphia; First Church, East Aurora, 
Ill. (a sesquicentennial celebration); 
Fourth Church of Chicago; Wyoming 
Presbyterian Church of Millburn, N. J., 
Westminster Church, Pittsburgh; the 
100th anniversary celebration of the First 
Presbyterian Church of Evanston, IIl.; and 
Second Church, Baltimore. 


President McCord took part at Fan- 
wood, N. J., in a service marking the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the ordination 
of the Reverend Dr. George L. Hunt; de- 
livered the address at the inauguration of 
Dr. John T. Middaugh as President of Car- 
roll College in Wisconsin; and on May 
3-4 was host to the first meeting of Re- 
formed and Orthodox theologians, meet- 
ing in Princeton to discuss ‘“‘The Place of 
Confession in the Church.” 


Dean Arthur M. Adams attended the May 
15 meeting of the executive committee of 
the Council on Theological Education in 
Minneapolis, and on May 23 conducted a 
workshop for field education supervisors 
for the faculty of St. Mary’s Seminary of 
the Roman Catholic Diocese of Cleveland, 
Ohio. On June 6 he opened a seminar on 
the Theology of Administration for the 
annual Alumni Conference, and on June 
10-13 took part in the first annual meet- 
ing of the Society for the Advancement 
of Continuing Education in St. Louis.

The Reverend Dr. Robert F. Ferguson, 
Consultant in Field Education at Prince- 
ton Theological Seminary since February 
1, 1968, and for twenty years minister 
of the Fremont Presbyterian Church of 
Sacramento, California, died May 30 in 
Princeton Hospital. 


A 1940 graduate of Princeton Seminary, 
Ferguson was an outstanding football and 
basketball player at the University of 
California at Los Angeles, where he was 
graduated in 1936. He spent the 1936-37 
academic year at Oxford, where he was 





for a Christian-Marxist dialogue under 
World Council of Churches auspices. He 
was one of five scholars delivering major 
papers at the Gallahue Conference on the 
Seminary campus in April, and in May 
was a member of the National Council of 
Churches delegation going to London to 
attend a meeting on international affairs 
of the British Council of Churches and a 
Christian study group on European unity. 
In early June, West was a group leader 
at the College of Preachers of the Na- 
tional Cathedral in Washington, and on 

























a member of the doubles tennis team, 
played rugby, won the all-Oxford pole 
vault and placed first in the all-British 
university discus competition. In 1937 
Ferguson became the first amateur 
climber to make a solo ascent of the 
Matterhorn. 


Dr. Ferguson held pastorates in Fort 
Townsend, Washington, and Lompoc, 
California, before entering the Naval 
Chaplaincy in 1943. He was _ assistant 
minister in the First Presbyterian Church, 
Hollywood, California, for a year before 
being called to Sacramento in 1947. 


Twice president of the Sacramento 
Ministerial Association and a _ former 
moderator of Sacramento Presbytery, in 
1967 he was presented the D. D. Mattocks 
Award by the Sacramento branch of the 
National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People in recognition 
of his years of, service to the cause of
